raise the rates, bu t the commission 
has not y et heard the argu ment. Both 


g a s companies hav e notified their pa­ 
trons that the raise wou ld be effec­ 
tiv e, starting Ju ne 1. 
The 
cou ncil 
and the city attorney do not believ e 
that the companies hav e the right to 
increase the rate u ntil the commis­ 
sion has decided the q u estion. 


For this reason the fight will be 
started in the circu it cou t*t. 
City 
attorney Kiplinger will likely file the 
inju nction su it in a few day s and it 
is hoped to decide the q u estion before 
the time for pay ing the Ju ne gas bills 
arriv es; The cou ncil takes the stand 
on* the gas q u estion as it does be­ 
cau se the men were elected on a plat­ 
form opposcddo the increase in rates 
and the gas companies will hav e a 
fight on their hands getting the raise 
throu gh the commission. 


A petition for a flagman 
at 
the 
Fifth street crossing of the 
P e n n s y l ­ 
v ania railway was presented to the 
cou ncil. 
On motion of 
Cou ncilman 
Brau n the petition was granted bu t 
was done so in a strange way . 
On

Department of 
Agriculture Warns 


Against Burning off Woodlands 


Saying it is Harmful 


D E S T R O Y S 
T H E 
F E R T IL IT Y 


Shipping of Eggs by Parcels Post 


Have Proven a Success According 


to Report Made 


Washington, June 3.—Warnings to 
farmers against burning off Wood­ 
lands. or “logged off'- lands are being 
sent broadcast by the Department of 
Agriculture. 
It is stated that after 
careful and widespread experiments 
by the Forest Service, it is now dem­ 
onstrated that in burning off lands 
the valuable “humus" is destroyed. 


The fires rob the soil of this crop- 
producing 
element, it is 
asserted. 
Where fire has not entered, a large 
amount of vegetable matter, provid­ 
ing considerable fertility, and good 
soil texture is retained. 


“How to Fight Dandelions’’ is the 
topic of a government booklet just 
issued, coming to the re-cue of the 
spring lawn mower brigade. 
Three 
remedies are suggested by the Bureau 
of Plant Industry of the Department 
of Agriculture. 


One remedy suggested is to weed 
the stand of g r as s , so as to crowd 
out Mr. Dandelion. 
If this doesn’t 
work, cut out the dandelion tops and 
sprinkle salt on the exposed root.T 
Then if the weed doesn’t succumb, 
the only sure remedy is to -pade up 
the ground and start afresh. 


Spraying dandelions with iron sul­ 
phate is disapproved. 
The iron kill.- 
the gras- as well as the dandelions. 
Flitting off the tops only aggravate 
the plant, it is said unless the roots 
afe 
poisoned. 
After 
cutting, the 
roots grow deeper, thicker and hard­ 
ier. 
Spring is the time to choke olV 
the 
dandelion 
crop. 
In 
some 
countries the dandelions are a valu­ 
able truck crop, the Department de­ 
clares. 


“ Housewives, stop using salicylic 
acid in your preserves,’’ say- a warn­ 
ing from the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Because of the alarming in­ 
crease iu the use of this acid the 
department sent out an urgent warn­ 
ing. 
“It is true,’’ say- the depart­ 
ment, “ that these powders may pre­ 
vent the decay of fruit or vegetables, 
but they also encourage uncleanly or 
careless work, and their excessive 
use may ho attended with serious ef­ 
fects upon the health. 


“ Sylioylie acid is a medicine and 
it is well known as a poisonous sub­ 
stance, and one of the ev ils which 
may accompany its tise is derange­ 
ment of the digestion. Jt is therefore 
plain that its extensive use in food 
may lead disturbances of digestion 
and health.’’

Three Departments of the federal 
government have just ruled that all 
packages of food must tell the truth, 
on their wrappers, of the amount or 
volume of their contents.

ent regulations respecting the pack­ 
ing and bottling of food stuffs. , 
The regulations require that the 
quantity stated on the container must 
represent the actual quantity of food 
exclusive of wrappings and contain­ 
er. 
I nder this requirement it would 
not be enough to state that a package 
of candy contained 24 cream peper- 
mints, as candies vary in size and 
this would not be a statement of the 
actual quantity in the package.

general solids must be 
stated 
in 
terms of weight and liquids jn terms 
of volume. 
The new rule i- so worded, too, 
that queer-shaped bottles must not 
show

Washington, June 3.— Adm inistra­ 
tion officials redoubled their efforts 
to influence the Constitutionalists to­ 
day to accept the proposal of the 
mediators. 
Re-establishment 
of 
peace in Mex ico is up to C arranza. 
This was tlie position 
taken here. 
H uerta’s agreement to retire paved 
the way , it is believed, to a solution 
acceptable to Carranza. 


But in the light of the 
following 
statement issued last night by 
the 
Constitutionalists agency here when 
notified that the Mex ican 
deelgates 
at N iagara Fails had announced the 
willingness 
of 
General 
Huerta 
to resign once Mex ico is politically 
pacified, it does not seem very prob­ 
able. 
“ Any thing .coming from 
H uerta’s 
side will not be taken into considera­ 
tion. 
This is simply another trick 
on the part of H uerta,’’ 
said 
Luis 
Cabera, who is regarded as the p er­ 
sonal mouthpiece 
of 
C arranza 
in 
Washington. “The dictator is 
eager 
for any subterfuge which would de­ 
lay his dethronement. 
The Consti­ 
tutionalists will not deal with H uerta 
in any manner. 
One of the funda- 
wental demands of the Contritution- 
alists in the 
ex pulsion 
of 
H uerta 
from the dictatorship, and with this 
object in view we arc pursuing our 
victorious campaign.”
